Washington, D. C., April 30—Germany's attempt to create a 


breach between the new Harding administration holding the 
reigns of the American government and the Allies on the repara- 
tions proposals has met with flat failure. As" they proceed, both 
Mr. Harding and Mr. Hughes are determined that they shall not 
forget for a moment that Americans fought in the war on the side 
of the AUies- 
If, later on, Mr. Harding should find it advisable 


in dealing with Germany to show any leniency it will be because 
he has the economic welfare of the world at heart rather than be- 
cause of any desire to desert the Allies. 


This is the broad position taken by the Harding administra- 


tion. It will permit of the Allies holding Germany to full account 
for the devastations of the war and at the same time can be used 
to prevent a fanatical revengeful course of action which would 
bring about further European disaster. 


In all the diplomatic exchanges Mr. Harding is making it 


plain that this country will not be placed in the position of a 
tral umpire on the reparations muddle.

Caruso Comes Up 


London .April 30—Germany resumed direct communication 


today with the Allies on the reparations question after having 
failed to deal indirectly with France and England through the 
United Stales Government. The proposition she will make to the 
Supreme Council at today's meeting will be an exact duplicate of 
that she hoped to offer through American diplomatic channels. 
The amounts are to be $12,500,000,000 in a lump sum or $50,000,- 
000,000 distributed over a period of years. This proposal is al- 
ready known to Allied leaders and is said to be wholly unaccepl 
able. By the offer Germany hopes to avert occupation of the 
Ruhr and the immediate imposition of the reparations penalty. 


The meeting of the Supreme Council, set for two o'clock this 


aftenioon, is considered to be the most important since the peace 
conference as the time is due for a show down and no doubt an 
ultimatum will be issued to Germany as a result of the meeting. | 
It may be only a matter of days, and probably hours, before tho! 
word is given for an Allied advance. 


Lloyd George is disposed to treat further with the German 


commission but Premier Briand is firmly convinced that there, 
should be no delay in infliction of the full penalty on Germany.
